Music  Director  Edo  de  Waart  will  conduct 
the  program,  which  includes  Schumann's 
Symphony  No.  4,  Haydn's  Symphony  No.  97 
and  a  third  work  to  be  announced  later. 

Glen  Park  Association  members  may  order 
their  tickets  at  Tiffany's  Wine  and  Spirits, 
678  Chenery  Street,  open  from  11  in  the 
morning  until  10  p.m.  Mondays  through 
Thursdays  and  until  11  p.m.  Fridays  and 
Saturdays.     To  place  your  order,  make 
out  a  check  for  the  number  of  tickets 
desired  times  $5  to  the  Glen  Park 
Association  and  include  a  stamped  self- 
addressed  envelope  with  your  check.  The 
deadline  is  December  12.     Tickets  may  be 
picked  up  from  Tiffany's  a  short  time 
afterwards . 

Glen  Park  residents  who  are  not  yet  GPA 
members  may  join  at  Tiffany's  (dues  are 
only  $5  a  year)  and  thus  be  eligible  to 
purchase  these  special  symphony  tickets.

ZONING  POLL  RESULTS 

As  those  of  you  who  read  our  last  news- 
letter are  aware,   the  GPA  Planning  & 
Zoning  Committee  polled  interested 
parties  at  the  October  GPA  meeting 
regarding  their  concerns  about  future 
use  of  "downtown"  Glen  Park. 

A  summary  of  the  results: 

1.  There  is  an  interest  in  creating 
more  stores  in  our  area  and  a  willingness 
to  expand  the  boundaries  allowing  such 
uses.     This  sentiment  does  not  extend 

to  allowing  more  bars,  places  of 
entertainment  or  manufacturing  and 
wholesaling  outlets. 

2.  There  is  strong  interest  in  allowing 
offices  on  second  floors,  but  with  some 
reservations  if  offices  are  converted 
from  existing  residences. 

3.  Within  the  existing  commercial 
boundaries,   the  poll  shows  an  interest 
in  permitting  such  businesses  as 
banks  and  animal  hospitals. 

4.  Some  interest  was  shown  in  movie 
theaters  and  tourist  hotels   (ie.  bed 
and  breakfasts) — but  only  following 
particular  review  by  the  City  Planning 
Commission. 

5.  Unpopular  items  were  parking  lots, 
auto  repair  garages  and  billboards.

SECURITY  NOTES 

Pol  ice- community  meetings.     On  the  third 
Tuesday  of  every  month  at  7:30  p.m., 
Ingleside  Police  Station  holds  a  community 
relations  meeting.     These  meetings  are 
open  to  everyone  in  the  Ingleside  Station 
district  which  includes  Glen  Park.     If  you 
have  neighborhood  problems,  bring  them  here. 
Or  call  Marcia  DeHart  at  586-1735  who  will 
take  your  problem  to  the  next  meeting  and 
try  to  help  you  find  an  easy  solution. 

Tis  the  Season.     Along  with  egg  nog  and 
carols   come  some  scams  that  are  holiday 
traditions.     Currently,  bogus  solicitors 
are  working  our  neighborhood.  Their 
appeals  range  from  anti-vivisectionist 
(he  only  accepts  cash)  to  Central  American 
relief  to  that  old  favorite — curb  painting. 
The  police  remind  you  that  curb  painting 
is  flatly  illegal  in  our  city.  They 
also  suggest  you  insist  on  i.d.'s  from 
all  solicitors,  as  well  as  printed 
materials  that  indicate  the  cause  is 
genuine.     In  all  cases,  you  can  do  your 
neighbors  a  favor  by  calling  the  police 
immediately  if  a  suspicious  solicitor 
approaches  you. 

Hot  Prowler  Update.     A  suspect  caught  in 
the  act  is  now  in  prison.     No  new  hot  prowls 
have  been  reported  so  apparently  this 
frightening  time  is  behind  us.     But  unless 
you  think  he  was  the  only  bad  guy  in  the 
city,  don't  neglect  your  usual  precautions — 
especially  at  holiday  time. 

While  the  prowls  were  going  on,  many  neigh- 
bors organized  their  blocks  and  joined  the 
SAFE  program.     SAFE  is  a  good  idea  at  any 
time,  helping  you  and  your  neighbors  in 
many  ways  besides  crime  prevention.  To 
learn  more,  call  Marcia  DeHart  or  Project 
SAFE  at  673-7233.

After  many  years  serving  Glen  Park 
residents  and  BART  patrons,  Faiz 
and  Collen  Totah,  who  own  the  Glen 
Park  Delicatessen,   are  going  to 
retire.     They  are  selling  the 
business     and  the  two  buildings 
which  it  occupies  at  the  southwest 
corner  of  Bosworth  and  Diamond  Streets. 

Southland  Corporation  of  Dallas,  Texas 
(which  owns  the  7-11  chain),  has  shown 
interest  in  purchasing  the  property  and 
has  actually  had  an  option  on  it,  but 
for  reasons  that  are  unclear  to  us 
has  allowed  the  option  to  expire.  This 
of  course  doesn't  preclude  their 
return  with  a  new  offer. 

Mr.   Totah  has  denied  rumors   that  a 
fast-food  company  such  as  Burger  King 
or  Jack-in- the-Box  has  shown  interest. 
He  says  that  no  other  national  company 
besides  Southland  has  made  any 
overtures  to  him. 

Naturally,   the  nature  of  development 
at  this  critical  corner  is  of  interest 
to  our  neighborhood.     We  expect  to  be 
including  further  updates  in  the 
newsletter  as   the  events  of  sale  unfold,

HELP !     Call  911  for  police,   fire  and 
medical  emergencies.     Call  this  number 
immediately,  before  calling  a  friend 
or  relative.     Try  to  stay  calm,  state 
your  address   first,   and  answer  any 
questions  as  briefly  and  accurately 
as  you  can. 

In  non-emergencies   (abandoned  cars, 
blocked  driveways,  etc.),  call  553-0123. 
Don't  call  Ingleside  Station  directly, 
because  all  dispatching  city-wide  is  now 
handled  from  a  central  computer-assisted 
facility.     Calling  Ingleside  will  only 
delay  response  to  your  call.  Incidentally, 
current  average  response  time  for  911  calls 
in  the  Ingleside  is  3.8  minutes. 

ZONING  cont'd. 

6.     Those  polled  felt  the  maximum  size 
desired  for  any  store  on  Diamond  Street 
should  be  3500  square  feet,  about  the 
size  of  the  public     area  of  Diamond 
Supermarket.     The  maximum  store  size 
desired  for  Monterey  Boulevard  to 
the  freeway  ramp  and  for  Chenery  Street 
was  2500  square  feet — slightly  smaller 
than  the  Glen  Park  Library. 

This  summary  highlights  the  majority 
view  of  those  polled.  The  comprehensive 
results  were  delivered  to  the  City  Plan- 
ning Commission.  City  Planning  staff  are 
in  the  process  of  rezoning  all  of  San 
Francisco's  neighborhood  commercial  areas 
and  will  use  our  information  in  their 
analysis  of  Glen  Park.  By  the  time  the 
next  newsletter  is  published,  we  will 
have  the  Commision's  recommendations.
